SNOW-RAISED BREAD. 


A correspondent of the Englith 


Mtdumic writes that "Snow, when in- 
corporated with* dough, performs the 
same office w baking-powder or yeast. 
I have this morning (or breakfast 
partaken of a snow-raised breakfast-cake, 
made last evening, and which was made 
as follows: 
The oake, when 
baked, 


weighed 
about three-quarters of 


pound. 
A large piled tablespoonful ol 


fine, dry, clean snow was intimately 
stirred with • spoon into the dry flour 
and to thin was added a teaspoonful ol 
caraway and a little butter and salt. 
Then sufficient cold water was added to 
make this dough of the proper uina 
consistence (simply stirred in with the 
spoon, not kneaded by the warm hands) 
and then immediately put into a quick 
oven and baked three-quarters of ai 
hour.

palatable. 1 havo understood, but no 
yet tried it, that boiled suet puddings 
dumpling^ sailors' duff, and tho like can 
be mado light by the same means

er, this is a business proposition, and I 
want to look at it in that light for the 
time that I have to address the House.

mencing in tho year 1847, down to the 
present time act after act has been 
passed for a similar purpose.

I hold in my hand the official state- 
ments of the Secretary of the Navy and 
Postmaster-General, which show pay- 
ment of subsidies to tho amount, in 
round numbers, of £14,500,000 to steam- 
ship lines during tho period from tho 
year 1848 to the- year 1858. 
I hold in 


my hand a statement that shows sub- 
sidies to the amount of $7,000,000, in 
round numbers, since that time, making 
over $21,000,000 that havo been paid 
out of the Treasury for the purpose of 
establishing steamship lines. 


I had tho curiosity to go back and 


rend the debates, and found that there 
was the self-same arguments then made, 
and I may suy a duplication of the same 
tunes nil around, as those by the gentle- 
men from Maine nnd Ohio made hero 
to-day.

The story of this discovery has been 


told by Mr. Holden himself in the House 
ot Commons before a select committee 
appointed to inquire into the workings 
of the pateut laws.
